Brooklyn Dodgers are searching for 
a college field house in the vicinity 
of New York city with the idea of 
training at home, it was disclosed 
today as the exodus of major league 
clubs from their spring bases in 
Florida gained momentum. 
Branch Rickey, president of the 
Dodgers, who revealed on Monday 
that Brooklyn had abandoned plans 
to train at West Palm Beach, said 
that the Metropolitan area was be­ 
ing canvassed for suitable accommo­ 
dations where the players might do 
their preliminary conditioning in­ 
doors. 
"An ideal arrangement," he sug­ 
gested, “would be two field houses in 
close proximity so that two clubs 
could train together.

C ut Outside Practice 
Rickey expressed doubt that a 
month or six w’eeks of outdoor condi­ 
tioning is necessary and said he be­ 
lieved that with proper preliminary 
gymnasium work, and batting in 
cages, ten days of outside practice 
might be sufficient for the opening 
of the season. 
While Rickey was scouting for a 
training site in this area. the New 
York Oiants announced that they 
were withdrawing from Miami and 
the New York Yankees and St. Louis 
Cardinals stated they were looking 
around for a satisfactory switch

The Giants expect to locate in
